DEFINITION OF A BVKEAUCIAT 
A bureaucrat is • hateful 
figure in 


American life. 


Probably most people do not under- 


stand why. And that is because most peo- 
ple have never come into close contact 
with the creature. 


The best way to define bureaucrat is 


to give an example of one in action, and 
this example will omit many qualities in- 
cluding egotism, a supercilious attitude, 
and a prearranged opinion, for the usual 
tactics employed by such a person. 


The National Labor Relations Board 


sent into Chicago a trial examiner to take 
evidence concerning some charges against 
the Inland Steel Company. 
The Steel 


Company was represented by counsel and 
a shorthand reporter. 


The trial examiner determined that 


certain things could be 'put into the rec- 
ord of the proceedings and that certain 
other things could not. When the reporter 
insisted on taking everything down Just 
as it happened he was not only adjudged 
in contempt but bustled out of the room 
by a marshal acting for the trial examiner. 


Here you have as clear and beautiful 


a picture of a bureaucrat in action as you 
probably will ever find. He is not only a 
despot, a young satrap, but in making 
up the record upon which the board will 
act and by which it will judge his recom- 
mendations he is going to have in that rec- 
ord just what hp wants in there irrespec- 
tive of what happened. 


It is unnecessary to say that no court 


would ever dare to tell a reporter what to 
put in the record excepting of course upon 
consent of all parties, in which instance, 
and sometimes to save time and money, 
a record may be deleted of immaterial 
matter. 


But a bureaucrat is not a court. And a 


bureaucrat is not judicious nor fair, else 
the term would never have come upon 
the odious meaning it carries. 


The bureaucrat is generally one either 


fixed or to be fixed, and irrespective of 
truth or justice. To maintain this stand- 
ard of a bureaucrat it is necessary to shut 
the eyes at truth and stuff the ears at the 
screams of justice for help. 


When you 
have 
bureaucrats every- 


where in the government you do make 
one saving. You do not need to have a 
trial nor a hearing. You just tell the bu- 
reaucrat to write up the evidence and 
make the decision. 


ROCK OF AGES 


The Christian Herald, announcing the 


results of its annual survey, points to a 
gain of nearly a million in church mem- 
bership in 1936. Total membership of all 
religious bodies and denominations in the 
United States is 63,493,036. 


The report should answer effectively 


those who 'continue to 
claim that the 


church is losing ground. A-total church 
membership that embraces approximately 
'half of the population of the United States 
is a healthy membership. 
Its influence 


must extend to a large part of the popu- 
lation which has no formal affiliation with 
a church body. 


Religion is a vital force in the preser- 


vation of American 
institutions. 
It is 


noteworthy that in the United States there 
is a growing sentiment for inte«faith ac- 
tion. 


Recently, in New York City, a Cath- 


olic, a Protestant and a Jew joined in a 
radio broadcast to urge a program of re- 
ligious instruction in the city's schools. 


Half-hour courses in religion at the 


outset of each school day were proposed, 
children to be assigned to classes in the 
religion chosen by their parents. Instruc- 
tion would be given by qualified teach- 
ers who had been examined in accordance 
with standards approved by religious au- 
thorities in the various faiths, rather than 
by clergymen. Children whose 
parents 


oppose instruction in any one 
religion 


would be required to take a prescribed 
course in ethics. 


The proposal deserves the most care- 


ful consideration. Criticism of churchmen 
for an apparent lack of religious interest 
on the part of youth sometimes is heard. 
It is easy to criticise. 
It would not be 


so easy to prove 
the 
responsibility of 


churchmen. It is recognized that, especi- 
ally during the post-war period, church- 
men have not always had the lay support 
to which they are entitled. 


However, the recent survey seems to 


indicate that the pendulum is swinging 
the other w?y. 


It may he that rchgion will prove to 


be the staunches* bulwark we possess for 
the protection of our institutions. 
The 


fact three great creeds are uniting to pre- 
sent a soj:d front to anf.-rehgious forces 
that are abroad in the world offers hope 
for the future.

was pictured as having the head 
of a cat.

beetles called "scarabs" 


were regarded as holy. Often they 
were buried with mummies of peo- 
ple, and the purpose seems to have 
been to keep evil spirits away. 


The sacred snakes were cobras. 


It was believed that they had the 
power to change the weather, and 
to keep diseases from spreading. 


Mummies of crocodiles and ibises 


have been taken from Egyptian 
tombs. A crocodile was kept as an 
object of worship at .a temple in 
Thebes. A god called Souk xvas 
pictured with the head of a croco- 
dile, and the body of a man.

Babson Sees No Signs of 
Break in Clouds Hanging 
Over Power Industry

Babson Park, Mass.—No industry 


is giving investors more concern 
than the utility group. 
Thursday 


was the fifth anniversary of the 1932 
bear market low. but power stocks 
are up only 60 per cent against near- 
ly a 300 per cent gain for industrial 
and railroad stocks. 
Politics and 


taxes have prevented utility inves- 
tors from sharing equally in the 
huge recovery which has taken 
place in other securities as well as 
in wages, farm prices, and real es- 
tate. Furthermore, there are still no 
signs of the sun breaking through 
the clouds hanging over the utili- 
ties. 


Only the people who hold bank 


deposits and own insurance policies 
are larger in number than those 
who have invested money in the 
power and light business. Probably 
8.000.000 people have directly loan- 
ed their savings—and millions of 
others indirectly—to build Amer- 
ica's splendid 1.620 electric power 
companies. 
The railroad industry 


alone represents a larger investment 
than the $13.000,000,000 which has 
been used to build the dams, power 
stations, and transmission 
lines 


honey-combing North America. Yet. 
history will probably show that no 
group of investors has 'ever been 
Riven such a "raw deal" as have in- 
vestors in this persecuted industry. 


Housccleaning Needed 


As in the expansion days of most 


industries, abuses crept 
into the 


power business during the 
last 


boom. These ihad to be cleaned out. 
The depression broom swept pret- 
ty clean and by 1935 most of these 
mal-practices had been eliminated. 
Passage of legislation to prevent 
similar abuses in the future, follow- 
ed by a "hands off policy would 
have permitted these millions of in- 
vestors to sec some recovery in their 
power securities. Nevertheless, the 
industry has been tormented 
by 


politicians for five years.

while, the private companies have 
been giving the public a square

boosted sharply prices of copper, 
coal, lumber, cement, and other 
major commodities which are used 
by power companies. With rates 
constantly going down and commo- 
dity costs steadily rising, the utili- 
ties deserve more help rather than 
more taxes. 


Big Gains Over? 


The third question—that of the 


general business outlook for the na- 
tion—is more encouraging. Power 
consumption since last Labor Day 
has been holding to 
almost 
a 


straight line around 2.200.000.000 kil- 
owatt hours per week. The weekly 
increases over the same period of a 
year ago are still running from 8 to 
12 per cent, but the gap is slowly 
narrowing. By September, the gain 
may be entirely wiped out Howev- 
er. I believe that the basic trend of 
general business is upward and that 
before long all previous industrial 
highs again will be smashed. Hence. 
I advise against sacrificing utility 
securities at this time.
